Whether the "revolt" of the coal 
miners against John L. Lewis' lead- 
ership is genuine or not seems to 
|j>me to be beside the point. 


The great issue that lies behind 
all the controversy in the coal iields 
is the same issue that has risen to a 
lesser extent in the major manu- 
facturing industries — the attempt 
of combinations of men to control 
production in defiance of the rights 
of management. 
. Lewis sought to restrict product- 
ion of coal in order to 
support 


still higher coal prices and he ven 
went as far as to order his miners 
to work only three days a week— 
& thereby crippling the earnings of 
the half-idle mines and ruining em- 
ployment and profits of all the rail- 
roads which depend on the mines 
for much of their freight busiiess. 


Now,report has it that the miners 
are "revolting" against 
Lewis' 


three-day-wek order and demand 
either a full week's work or no 
work at all. Many of them, there- 
fore, arc on a 100 per cent strike. 


This adds up to the same thing 


as Lewis' original declaration for 
the restriction o£ coal production— 
P whether the "revolt" is real or not. 


And management being powerless 
to do anything about the situation 
the only apparent relief lies in 
government action under law. For 
unless order is brought out of the 
chaos now existing 
around the 


mines there will be a steady con- 
traction of such American industry 
as uses coal or seel — and that 
means most of it.

i charge of perjury. But the real 
9 issue, of course, was the suspicion 


that the Department of State man 
who served as an aide to the late 
President Roosevelt at Yalta was 
overly friendly to alleged spy rings 
operating in our country. 


There is a question in nearly 


everyone's mind about Hiss, and 
we're not sure that full justice has 
been done. All we're really sure o; 
is that if Hiss is guilty we haven't 
yet gotten hold of the top men. 


That's the temper America finds 
herself in ... in a day when Russia,' 
~ once our war ally, goes about the 


world planting agitators in every 
country that will stand for it. 


It's tough to be made an "exam- 


ple" of — but that's what's really 
happened to Hiss. 
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a national magazine 
reading yesterday's 


Tucker, designer of the 28-milIion- 
dollar "dream car" that 
didn't 


jell, was acqu\ted of fraud charges 
—and 50 courtroom spectators rose 
and cheered him. 


Twenty-eight million dollars gone

Hiss to Appea 
Conviction; 


Faces Prison 


New York, Jan. 23 —(UP)— At- 


torneys for Alger Hiss today pre- 
pared an appeal to higher courts 
in an effort to clear his name as 
a 20th centuy Benedict Anrold. 


The former state department of-, 


ficial and his wife Priscillla hid at 
the home of friends to await his 
next court appearance on Wednes-j 
day when Federal Judge Henry W. 
Goddard will pronounce sentence. 
He faces a maximum of 10 years 
in prison and a $4,000 fine. 


Claude B. Cross, chief counsel 
for Hiss, said in Boston that 
he 
would appeal to the U. S. Circuit 
court to reverse, the decision of the 
jury which Saturday declared the 
former government career 
man 
guilty on two counts 
of perjury. 


But he would not reveal on what 
grounds the action would be taken 


The action could be taken to the 


Supreme court, but Cross 
would 
not say whether he would carry 
the fight that far. "We'll cross thai 
Bridge when we come to it," he 
said.

four men deliberated nine hours 
and 36 minutes before 
deciding 
that Hiss, 45, who advised Presi- 
dent Roosevelt at Yalta, lied when 
ic denied aiding a pre-war Com- 
munist spy ring.

;hat Hiss perjured himself when 
ic told a federal grand jury here 
;hat he never gave ex-spy courier 
Whittaker Chambers secret gov- 
enment papers and that he never 
saw Chambers after Jan. 1, 1937. 


The government won its convic- 
tion exactly one year, five months 
and 17 days after Chambers first 
accused Hiss of espionage activi- 
ies at a house committee in Wash- 
ngton. Unable to charge him with 
espionage because of the statute 


pressed the perjury indictments.

to Be Tried 
by Bulgaria 


Sofia, Bulgaria, Jan. 
23 —m— 


Premier Vassil P. Kolarov, one of 
Bulgaria's elder Communist states- 
men, died early today after a long 
illness. He was 72. 


Kolarov's death was announced 
by Radio S-vfia. Three days of na 
tional 'mourning was decreed. 


It was believed Kolarov's health 
had been affected by the death in 
Moscow last July of his 
lifelong 


friend and revolutionary comrade 
Premier Georgi Dimltrov. Kolarov 
succeeded Dimitrov as the head of 
Bulgaia's 
communist-dominated 
government. 


(Speculation abroad about Kola- 
rov's successor centered on Vulko 
Chervenkov, Bulgaria's vice prem- 
ier and Communist party 
secre- 
tary, who had been mentioned for 
the premiership 
after 
Dimitrov's 


death. He was named vice-premier

"The test of locks became

farce after a while." a detectivb 
said. "We were able to open all 
six doors." 


Detectives opened the doors sim-

The terrible fault that is.respon 
sible for much of the divorce rate 
is selfishness and absolute ignor- 
an5e of the 
basis- of marriage 


which is self-sacrifice, mutual and 
instinctive. 


The Catholic ritual, in my ooin- 
ion, expresses this best, but all 'the 
religious marriage ceremonies em- 
phasize the fact that marriage is 
not to be entered as an experi- 
ment nor with mental reservations 
n°r_ flippantly. No judge or justice 
of the peace would venture into a 
discussion of real love. 


I have a friend whose first-mar- 
riage went to divorce and then 
found beautiful happiness in a sec- 
ond one. He has shown himself 
capable of great love and sacrifice 
He is not merely irreligious but 
anti-religious, but if he were to 
say angrily that his second 
mar- 
riage is just as valid as any that 
was. done in a church I couldn't 
give him an argument, on any 
basis that he would accept. Never- 
theless, that first marriage was 
one which contributed to the great 
score of divorces and in that one 
neither . he nor she was loyal or 
unselfish. It did not seem to me 
that they made the effort. They 
were, in their minute but important

fiavior patterns" and other symp- 
toms of the great lack. The wife 
is a nagger. The husband is stingy 
and stays out late. But those are 
just evidences of the want of love 
which make sacrifice easy or even 
pleasant. We are Ashamed to dis- 
cuss such things earnestly so we 
talk and write about 
malajust 
ment, incompatibility and suspi 
cion. Nevada, 
Idaho, 
Arkansas 
and Florida flagrantly -sell divor- 
ces, and localities, at least, give 
this sovry business important rank 
in their commerce.

GOP Split May 
Break Up 
Coalition 


Washington, Jan. 23 — (ff)—A split 


in the ranks of house Republicans 
may render considerably less ef- 
fective the R e p u b l i c an-South- 
ern Democrat coalition that 
fre- 
quently has ruled the house. 
The breach, which 
broke 
into 
the open at a party caucus last 
Wednesday, became apparent to all 
Friday when 64 Republicans voted 
against a proposed change in house 
rules. 


Had the 64 stayed "hitched" as 
they normally do, the rules would 
have been changed and the coali- 
tion-dominated r u l e s committee 
would have regained a strangle 
hold on legislation. 


Republican l e a d e r s 
publicly 


scoff at suggestions that the party's 
lines in the house are badly split. 
"We had a little trouble" at the 


caucus, one of them admitted. 
Republicans who 
attended 
the 


caucus call that 
an 
understate 
mcnt. They said Rep. Frank Keefe 
of Wisconsin "read the riot act' 
and said in a few choice words 
that he was tired of following the 
recognized GOP leadership in the 
house. 


All Keefe will say is that ho had

The departure of 64 Republicans 


from party ranks last Friday was 
the largest defection in years. Nor- 
mally the GOP lines in the house 
hold fairly fast, althougi there al- 
ways have been a few of tne 169 
members who "bolt."

been "taken in" by the Southern
